COUNCIL DISCUSSES MATTER

———

Spends Time of Long Sesslon In

Disposing of the Street
Improvemenis to
Be Made.

The counell wrestled with street mat-
ters until 10 o'clock last night, During
the course of the mesting members ax-
presisd themaelves emphatically and,
while the nession wie unusunlly long, It
wis guite Interesting.,

The most Important sireet malter
taken up vas that of Franklin avenus
between Thirty-first and Thirty-fifth
strectd,  Properiy owners lving on
that stroet had requested the coundil to
postpons the Improvement until next
spring or summer, while other property
owners living In the district had urged
Immediate Improvement, for the reason
that the street is now impassable. The
vondition of the thoroughfare seriously
Interferes with communication to that
large district beyond Thirty-Afth street
and the statement was made that the
MeQregur mill will be closed down of
necesally If the repalr was nnt now un-
dertaken.

Councilman Wright sald he could see
no valld reason for shutting off all of
Bant Antoria just because a few kickers
deslred to hold up the work, while
Mayor suprenant remarked that solld
ground Improvements, such as that un-
der discussion, had been deferred un-
(1 winter becauss the contranctors were
riushed with work during the summer
montha, The request Lhat the répalr be
postponed waa not granted, while the
report recommending an immediate im-
provement was adopted without die-
sant

Thomas Nelson ealled the attention of
the councll to the dangerous condition
existing on Bighth streel at the cprest
of the hill, where great houlders over-
hang the sidewnlk, slong which many
children duily pass on thelr way to and
from school, Beventh street, in the
wame vicinity, s also o bad shape.
Members of the counell who have visit-
od the locality verified the complaint of
Mr.- Nelson, and the mattgr was réfer-
red to the slreel commitiee,

A long discussion followed prosenti-
tion of the clalm of €, G. Palmberg
for exirn work an Eighth street. It

appears that the resolution ordering the

Doubtless Be Sub-
mitted Later,

The cliy council has declded to sel]
the property on which the eity hall
stands, A new city Hall Is o be bulit
amd the sale of the present site will be
the Nrst step towards the Improvement.
At last night’s meeting of the counci]
the malter was thoroughly discussed,
and there was unanimous sentiment In
faver of the new public bullding, The
proposition was brought before the cOun-
cll by & commaunleatlon from B, 8, Gor-
don, which resd as follows:

“Avtoria, Oct, 17.~Hon, J. W. Bup-
renant, mayor—-On behalf of a business
man of Astoria of means, [ wish to
muke an offer of §15,000 i cash for the
It now occupled by the city hall, the
building to be removed or notl, as the
vouncll may eléct, This offer may re-
maln open for a reasonable time, say 80
days, If aceepled the purchaser would,
o4 soon o8 poasibile, erect a handsome
hullding for business purposes, proba-
bly three storiea in height, Time would
be given the clly to bulld & new hail
sinewhoere,

“I have no Interest in the matter
vther than to see “he city have g more
sultable bullding for its use, and also to
see Lhe purchaser érect a bullding that
would be a credit to our buginess center,
It is vory plaln that the eity does not
need 5o valpable n location for ity bus-
Iness as it has now.and as a city ofMclal
I readize that It will soon bave to move
or gpend o large sum on repalrs, which
would e only putchwork when done,

Councilman Hansen said he thought
the cit7 ought nol to rush into a sale,
but that it should get all for the prop-
erty that might be offered, He added
that he had heard of a man who would
pay $17.000 for the lot. Mr. Lelnenweber
believed the councii should take some
action by which the sentiment of the
people of the city could be obtalned,
and City Attorney Smith sald the mats,
ter might be brought before the voters
it the coming spring election by plae-
Ing on the ticket a question to be voled
on as Lo whether or not a levy of 1 mill
of 1-2 a mill should be levied for clty
hall purposes, There seemad to be a
unanimity of opinjon thal the property
should be sold and & new city hall
erecied,

Mayor Suprenant and City Attorney
Smith spoke of the available siles that
could be secured at a reasonable figure
the best, perhaps, being that at the
southwest corner of Commercial and
Seventh streets, The mayor has com-
municated with the owner of this prop-
erty asking him what price he demands
for it. Should the city hall be bulit
there all publie bulldings would be to-
gether. There are many other sites in
different parts of the city, some council-
men favoring s location on Sixteenth
street. Mr. Burns would oppose the
purchase of a site not on sold ground,
and this opinlon was generally shared.

A resolution was finally adopted
suthorizing the committee on publle
property to advertise for bids for sale
of the present clty hall site, and also to
ndvertise for offers for a new site, the
property to be at least 100x100, [t was
also agreed the advertlsement should
contain calls for bids for a lot for an
engine house, The commitiee will sub-
mit the bids to the council, which will
take up the matter at the next meeting.

The present city hall is tumbled-down
and extensive repalrs will soon be re-
quired if the proposal {or a new hall is
not carried to a successful termination,
It is figured that the city property at
Commerclnl and Eleventh streets—the
maat valuable corner In Astorin—will
hiing énough to buy a new site and
leave a large balance to go towards the
erection of a new bullding. A frame
#truvture would cost In the nelghbor-
heod of $25,000, while a substantinl lm-
provement, of stone and brick, wouald
cost about $40,000,

the grade of Franklin avenue between
Forty-second and Forty-fourth streets;
accepting the Improvement of Fiftieth
street from Cedar to Date.

The following ordinances were Intro-
duced and will be passed at the next
